Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Borough  of  Buxton  for  the  year  1954* 

The  contents  of  the  report  have  been  conqpiled  in  a 
manner  to  comply  with  the  suggestions  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  the  vital  statistics  are  based  on  the  information 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General, 

The  Registrar  General *s  estimate  of  the  civilian 
population  for  1954  is  19,310  - a figure  110  higher  than  that 
for  1953* 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1954  was  13*98  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population  against  14*8  for  1953*  The  Death  Rate 
for  1954  was  12,58  against  10,7  for  1953*  The  Infant  Death 
Rate  was  18,52  compared  with  31*46  for  1953*  considering 

the  infant  Death  Rate  one  must  always  relate  the  number  of 
deaths  to  the  number  of  births.  Thus,  in  the  year  1954 
there  were  5 deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year, 
whereas  in  1953  there  were  9, 

Infectious  Disease?  The  infectious  diseases  of  note 
were  Scarlet  Fever  with  26  cases  and  Measles  102,  There  were 
10  cases  notified  '-f  Tuberculosis,  (Pulmonary  9,  Non-Pulmonary  1), 
There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria, 

Cases  of  infectious  diseases  are  now  treated  by  the 
. trgional  Hospital  Board  and  the  patients  are  transferred  mainly 
) the  hospital  at  Stoclq)ort, 

The  two  diseases  accounting  for  the  largest  number  of 
deaths  were  Malignant  Neoplasm  and  Heart  Disease  or  Disturbances 
jf  the  Circulatory  System,  The  former  contributed  43  of  "the 
total  number  ( and  of  this  43,  there  were  5 (Males)  attributed 
to  Neoplasm  of  lang.  Bronchus,)  and  the  latter  116  (17*69%  and 
+7.7W. 

No  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  were  notified. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
4 from  all  other  accidents. 
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With  great  regret,  I have  to  record  the  protracted  illness 
and  absence  from  duty  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  A,H, 
Cornhill.  His  loyalty  to  duty  was  ever  a characteristic  of  his 
service  and  although  he  was  confined  to  bed,  or  compelled  to 
rest,  he  at  all  times  endeavoured  to  maintain  contact  with  the 
Health  Department  and  by  his  guidance  and  help,  Mr,  Partridge, 
the  Assistant  Inspector  was  greatly  assisted  in  his  arduous 
single  handed  duties, 

I should  sadly  fail  if  I did  not  pay  a tribute  to  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  v/ho  shewed  marked 
consideration  for  Mi’,  Cornhill  during  his  absence  and  gave  their 
valued  support  to  the  Health  Department  over  a somewhat  trying 
period, 

I should  like,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  various  members  of  the  Health  Staff  for  their  continued 
loyalty  and  willing  help,  and  for  the  courteous  manner  in 
which  they  carry  out  their  daily  work, 

I beg  to  remain.

SECTION  C, 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Sunni:/:  The  Borough  is  almost  entirely  covered 
by  a piped  supply,  and  on  no  occasion  throughout  the  year  1954 
was  there  any  shortage. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  are  mainly  upland 
surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested  chemically  and 
bacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  and  daily  examinations 
are  conducted  for  the  pH, 

There  are  three  main  supply  reservoirs  for  the  Borough, 
namely  Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  and  four  subsidiary 
supplies.  Turner  Lodge,  Cold  Springs,  Terret  and  Blake  Edge. 

In  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  supplies  there  is  complete 
filtration  and  Chlorinating  Plant,  There  is  no  filtration 
plant  at  Burbage,  Gold  Springs  supplies  a very  limited 
area  of  a fev.  houses  in  the  higher  part  of  the  Borough  towards 
the  N.W,  Terret  Reservoir  supplies  a few  cottages  in  the  S.W. 
of  the  Borough.  Blake  Edge  for  many  years  was  unused  and 
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supplies,  I understand,  nov/  only  one  farm.  Turner  Lodge, 
towards  the  of  the  Borough,  supplies  a sraall  portion  of 

the  Eastern  part  of  the  tovji. 

Several  of  the  Y/aters  have  definite  plumbo-solvent  action, 
one  cupro-solvent  action  and  these  are  carefully  observed  and 
due  precautions  are  taken  to  minimize  the  plimibo-solvency. 

Whenever  any  sample  of  water  is  found  to  be  "unsatisfactory, 
further  sampling  is  carried  out  and  bacteriologically  pure  water 
is  secured  by  means  of  Chlorination.

(1)  Meat  Inspection  - In  Jul v,  the  Ministry  of  Pood  handed  back  to 
the  P'-dvate  Trader  the  baying  and  slaughter  of  Cattle,  Sheep 
and  l igs  and  5 butchers  in  the  Borough  started  killing  their 
own  meat.  Two  of  them  v/ent  to  the  Licensed  Slaughterhouse  at 
Chapel~en-le-Pritii  and.  the  other  three  v/ent  to  a small  licensed 
slaughterhouse  at  Chelmorton,  in  Bakewell  R.D.Co  By  mutual 
arra:""rement , the  Borough  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  carrying  out 
the  Meat  Inspection  Service  on  behalf  of  the  Buxton  Butchers, 
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It  has,  of  course,  caused  much  more  work  in  the  Department^  but 
in  no  case  has  any  carcase  been  sold  without  examination,

With  the  advent  of  Private  Slaughtering,  several  deputations 
of  Butchers  met  the  Health  Committee  and  discuased  the  opening 
of  certain  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough,  It  was  felt, 
however,  that  none  of  the  slaughterhouses  mentioned  could  be 
re-opened  without  causing  a serious  nuisance  to  local 
inhabitants  and  so  arrangements  were  made  at  Marshall’s 
Slaughterhouse,  Chapel-en-le-Prith  for  any  of  our  Butchers 
to  use  that  Slaughterhouse,  In  addition  several  Butchers 
make  their  own  arrangements  at  Chelmorton, 

SECTION  F, 

PREVALENCE  OP,  AND  CONTROL  O^TER,  INFECTIOUS  AND 
OTHER  DISEASES,  - GENERAL, 

During  November  and  December  there  was  a definite  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  namely  89  out  of  a total  of  102 
for  the  whole  year,  otherwise  there  was  no  marked  epidemic  of 
infectious  disease. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
County  Council  and  is  carried  out  in  the  Clinic  at  Bridge  Street, 
Medical  Practitioners  were  invited  by  the  County  to  take  part  in 
immunisation,

Buxton. 


To  the  Mayor,  Members  of  the  Council  & Burgesses. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  not  very  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual 
meteorological  report  for  1954>  the  sooner  we  forget  it,  the 
better. 


There  are  however,  one  or  two  brighter  notes.  In 
each  of  four  months.  May,  October,  November  and  December,  the 
temperature  was  above  the  average,  and  in  March  and  April  the 
rainfall  was  below  normal.  Unfortunately  the  year  as  a whole 
v/as  colder  and  wetter  than  the  average,  with  considerably  less 
sunshine. 

The  rainfall  reached  the  grand  total  of  1626,8  mm  (64  ins) 
on  257  days.  The  year’s  worst  was  35*3  nim  (1.39  ins)  on  January 
20th,  ApriJ.  was  the  driest  month,  only  22,3  mm  (0,8?  ins)  falling, 
on  9 days.  In  November,  the  wettest  month,  we  had  219*3  nm  (8,63ins), 

August  was  the  warmest  month,  but  the  highest  temperature 
on  any  one  day  was  reached  on  September  1st,  when  the  thermometer 
registered  77^* 

March  2nd  had  the  distinction  of  being  the  coldest  day, 
with  the  mercury  dropping  to  11°  (21  degrees  of  frost). 

The  sun  recorder  v;as  not  overworked  during  the  year.  We 
could  register  only  918,6  hours  of  sufficient  intensity  to  char  the 
suncard,  although  as  usual  there  were  many  hours  of  sunshine  partially 
veiled  by  a light  haze,  therefore  unrecorded.  The  sunniest  day  was 
April  19th  v'jen  wo  registered  11,7  hours  - a very  unimpressive 
figure. 

The  winds  ran  true  to  form,  the  prevailing  wind  coming 
from  the  SoW, 

I should  like  to  express  mr  thanks  to  rry  deputy,  Mr, 

Burton,  and  his  staff;  also  to  members  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s 
Department,  and  the  Sloipes  ground  sta.?f  for  making  it  possible  for 
me  to  reach  the  instruments  during  deep  snow,  and  for  help  in 
maintaining  the  station. 

As  usual,  there  have  been  numerous  visits  to  the  station, 
by  schools  and  individuals,  and  many  students  make  use  of  the  data 
which  is  tabulated  and  preserved  locally,  in  addition  to  the  detailed 
t^iles  at  the  Air  Ministry.  As  these  records  have  been  kept  since 
• 868,  they  are  of  gr--- .it  value,

Mr,  Mayor,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  due 
to  illness,  I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954* 

If  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year  is  less  than  that 
of  other  years  it  is  due  to  a chapter  of  unfortunate  circumstances, 
over  which  v/e  have  had  little  or  no  control,  I commenced  duties 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1954  and  found  that  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  was  away  ill  and  that  we  were  one  Clerk  short. 

In  addition  to  the  multifarious  duties  of  a Public 
Health  Department,  in  July  of  the  year,  Slaughtering  v/as  handed 
back  to  Private  Enterprise  and  Meat  Inspection  became  a very 
important  and  necessary  duty.  In  August,  the  Housing  Repair  cSc 
Rents  Act  came  into  force  causing  a minor  influx  of  people  into  the 
Department  demanding  Certificates  of  Disrepair,  However,  these 
claims  v/ere  all  investigated  v;ith  a result  that  only  one  Certificate 
was  issued  during  the  year. 

Due  to  the  continued  incapacity  of  the  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  it  was  found  impossible  to  carry  out  full  routine 
inspection  and  the  following  up  of  some  complaints, 

I must,  at  this  pointy  pause  and  thank  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr,  A,H,  Cornhill,  for  the  help  and  guidance 
he  gave  me,  literally  from  the  sick-room,  in  those  first  few 
awkward  months  until  his  return  in  May,  In  addition,  of  course, 

I must  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his  steadfast  help 
on  all  occasions,  and  last  but  not  least  Miss  J,V,  Yates,  who 
having  only  ' ecently  stepped  into  the  post  of  Senior  Clerk  seemed 
to  know  all  the  answers.  She  has  been  invaluable  in  guiding  me 
in  Office  procedure  and  indeed,  in  the  actual  compilation  of 
this  Reporto 

Miss  E,  Gibbs  was  appointed  as  from  12th  January,  1954 
and  has  given  the  Department  sterling  service  ever  since, 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  patience 
and  imderstanding  shown  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee  of  our  domestic  troubles.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMNATION  OF  MILK 

Number  of  samples  taken  in  1954  was  85  as  against  136  for 
the  year  1953. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculure  and  Fisheries  sample  all 
designated  raw  ir'ilk  supplies  once  per  quarter  for  the  methylene 
blue  reduction  test  (keeping  quality),  but  they  do  not  carry 
out  any  biological  tests.  They  do  not  make  any  tests  of  raw 
non-designated  milk  supplies.  We  san^le  all  designated  milk 
supplies  once  every  three  months  for  biological  test  only, 
and  all  non-designated  milk  supplies  once  per  month  for  both 
biological  and  methylene  blue  tests, 
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The  sampling  of  Pasteurised  milk  is  carried  out  hy  the 
County  Sanitary  Officer.

It  has  given  excellent  service  and  the  Diesel  Engine  has  certainly 
proved  economical. 

Trailers  are  fitted  to  the  side-loading  refuse  collecting 
vehicles  for  the  reception  of  salvaged  articles,  A separate 
vehicle  is  used  wholly  for  the  collection  of  salvage  from  shops 
and  business  premises.
